A record tumout, organized 
voting and 28 invalidated votes 
were the deciding factors in the 
ASSAC elections this week that 
have produced a run-off situa- 
tion. 

Out of 7044 votes cast, Trou- 
blefield took 350 and Ray Ru- 
bio 344 for the office of 
president. Barney Thompson 
led the vice-presidential race 
with 352 votes, followed by 
René Luna with 269 and Pedro 
Sotello trailed with 68. 

All the candidates needed at 
least 372 votes to achieve the 
necessary 50 percent plus one 
margin to win. 

The questions in the minds of 
the candidates is, who placed 


the 28 invalidated votes. The 
votes were invalidated because 
of apparent confusion in the 
voting procedure causing peo- 
ple to vote for both candidates 
at the same time. 

Both camps seem to be in 
agreement that the misplaced 
votes would probably have 
been divided between them 
evenly. 

When asked how he felt 
about the need for a run- 
off, Troublefield said ‘‘We 
slacked off near the end. It 
looked to us like our competi- 
tion had conceded.” 

“We could have won this 
time. We just didn’t try our best. 
“T'm ready to go out there right 
now and do it.” 

Thompson said he feels that 
in the run-off, ‘‘We’re going to 
have less voters I imagine, but

David and I are going to take a 
bigger percentage of them.” 

Rubio’s reaction to the run- 
off was, “I’m thinking, far-out. 
Let’s do it all again, but I hope 
the communism stays out of it.”” 

Rubio was referring to al- 
leged comments by Zung Uong 
a member of Troublefield and 
Thompson’s campaign com- 
mittee, to other members of the 
Vietnamese community at 
SAC. 


SAC student Trac Ngoc Ngu- 


yen said of Uong, ‘‘He said to 
me that the other candidates 
(Rubio and Luna) supported 
communism.” 

Another student, Liem H. 
Sexton said, ‘I have heard 
(from Uong)that they were 
communist sympathizers. 

“It doesn’t mean it’s true, but 
it’s not fair to the other candi- 
dates.” 

Uong commented, ‘‘As far as 
P'm concerned, | didn’t say that. 
Words can sometimes be 
twisted. Facts can be turned into 
rumors.”

Most voters would agree, Sadie Reid 
is a special woman; so popular in fact, 
that in the latest Santa Ana Board of 
Education election, she became the first 
black woman ever to hold office in Or- 
ange County. She was invited by The 
Women’s Programs and_ Services 
Committee to share her political 
expertise at SAC last Thursday. 

Her experiences, which include a po- 
‘|sition as Floor Whip at the Democratic 
National Convention in 1980, have 
taught her that an effective coalition of 
voters is the only way to fly. 


“Politics is a part of the decision-mak- 
ing process. You need to have a strategy 
to become a part of that process,” Reid 
said. 


would never have won an election with 
the black vote alone,” she said. 

So she began making contacts and 
finding common ground for various spe- 
cial-interest groups to meet on. 


“You've got to know the issues and 
stick to your viewpoint,” she said. “In 
order to build a really effective coalition, 
you need to know (the issues concern- 
ing) women, labor, educators, students, 
the handicapped, seniors and church 
groups,”’ among others.

For the first time since 1974, Art Week 
at SAC addressed pressing social and 
political issues within its. format. 

‘Carol McCormack, director of SAC’s 
Art Gallery, said that it wasn’t specifically 
planned that way. ‘‘We’ started (making 

~-arrangements) by looking for someone 
who did 3-Dimensional presentation.” 
- Because of his interest in such proj- 


~ ects, Richard Turmer, Director of the re- 
*,nowned Gugenheim Gallery of 


Chapman College, was contacted. 


And “he happens to be interested in 
these social issues,”” McCormack said. 
“As we stared to-calt other artists, they 
also had political interests they'd been 
incorporating in their works.” 


In explanation of this phenomenon, 
Art Historian Shifra Goldman said, ‘“Art- 
ists are seeing parallels between the ag- 
gressive attitudes of the United States 
Government in Vietnam not only in its 
Central American involvements, but in 
nuclear issues and the activities in Gren- 
ada and Lebanon as well.” 

In her article, “Art and Politics in the 
1980's”, Goldman: stated ‘“‘Character- 
istic of the present moment, is not just 


re the air of. crisis-which also animated the 


Vietnam period-but the recognition that 
crises are becoming more severe and 
closer in time. 


“Those in their 30’s and 40’s remem- 
ber, if they are not actual veterans of, 
vast student and popular upheavals 
against the Vietnam war in the 1960’s 
and 1970's, and they are distressed at 
their country’s continuing policy of for- 
eign intervention and support of regimes 
that brutalize their peoples and are guilty 
of massive violations of human rights 
and diginity. 


“Everyone is against nuclear war. 
Everyone is against torture. The fact is 


Art week shows symbolic of 
concern for social issues 
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that most people haven’t connected 
these with U.S. foreign policy,” Gold- 
man said. 


Along with most of the presentations 
in conjunction with Art Week at SAC, 
Turner’s Art Gallery installation, ‘The 
Book. of the Disappeared” (which will 
be closing today), depicts the violence 
that certain populations have been and 
are being subjected to. 


The installation’s blood-red corridors 
are covered with graffiti in Spanish, 
Vietnamese and English, indicative of 
the connection the artist sees between 
‘these peoples. 


Various implements of torture, cou- 
pled with an altar (symbolic of the place 
where one finally rests) and reports from 
Amnesty International on Vietnam and 
El Salvador, combine to create an at- 
mosphere of, in Goldman’s terms, ‘‘im- 
mediacy.”’ 


McCormack said ‘‘Some people 
would not even enter the gallery after 
seeing the graffiti. Others would not go 
any farther than the entrance hallway, 
after they peeked around the comer. It's 
meant to be scary and it is! 


“One of the first people who came to 
the gallery was an older Vietnamese 
woman. She stood in front of the coffin 
and cried.” 


Concerning the effectiveness of Art 
Week, she said, ‘‘We had people come 
to the gallery who have never been there 
before.” For example, she said that Eng- 
lish as a Second Language students 
(many whom are of ethnic backgrounds) 
turned out in large numbers. 


Both Goldman and McCormack re- 
ported receiving many letters of res 
sponse and praise for the week 
presentations.

Bad omen for 
dropping classes 


Those of a superstitious nature know that today is 
Friday the thirteenth. Good or bad, lucky or‘ unlucky, 
today is also the last day to drop a class. 


‘Even though it costs $10 per course ($20 maximum), 
roughly one third of the students will drop. 


With the exception of a few classes, most instructors 
are teaching in classrooms that are far below the limit 
they had at the beginning of the semester (a limit which 
turned away many students). 


This is demoralizing for the teacher, poor for the class 
environment and is often a demonstration of a lack of 
commitment on the part of the student. 


There may be good reaSons to drop a class. Our 
lives are full of uncertainties, and this is especially true 
for college students that are working jobs which are less 
‘reliable. 


However, an education is a process requiring a cer- 
tain amount of dedication if one is to succeed in ov- 
ercoming obstacles such as class attendance, work, 
study, a personal life and occasionally the support of 
children. 


If there was less Grparnks to drop, students would 
be forced to look hard at the responsibility of enrolling 
in a course. The reality of a bad grade would be the 
incentive to stick it out. 


By mid-term most students have either developed 


the skills to cope or they haven't. Which ever it is, itis

\Center keeps seniors growing «.

New Horizons’ Senior Services is a division of 
SAC which is devoted to the needs, interests and 
concerns of older adults throughout the com- 
munity. 

One of the four workers in that department is 
Marian Mumby and one part of her multi-faceted 
job is to plan seminars which address the needs 
of senior citizens. 

Like her co-workers Irene Edie, Shirley Hahn 
and Vera: Walker, she. is dedicated to the im- 
provement of the quality of life for her peers. 


Mumby said that the biggest problem for the el- - 


derly is their fixed income. 
‘“‘We’ve noticed a difference on campus since 


the parking fee for seminars has been increased,”’. 


she said. ‘Many have to evaluate whether a two- 
hour seminar is worth a dollar to them.” 

Housing is another problem and, although it’s 
not handled directly by her department, she re- 
fers people to other agencies. 

“We're a clearing house and have to know 
where to send people if it’s something we can’t 
handle,” she Stated. 

Mumby attempts to reach as many older peo- 
ple as possible by contacting senior centers and 
various community organizations. Currently 
there are about 4,500 adults on the mailing list. 

She said that she goes wherever she can get 
her foot in the door to talk to people. “I don’t 
‘know if we’re famous or notorious but our name 
is well-known in the community,” she joked. 

Senior Services arranges for assistance with 
career, academic and personal concerns and pro- 
vides legal.and insurance counseling. 

A popular program in which Mumby takes 
great pride is the fitness class for seniors, which 
she helped to organize. A senior citizen herself, 
she felt that it would be unrealistic to expect a 


60- or 70-year-old to attend classes geared for . 


el Done: ie 


18-, 20- or even 25-year-olds. 

“This is not physically possible,” she stated. 
“We can try but we just can’t keep up with that 
age.” 


The class that is now offered is ‘“‘a basic fitness 
class tailored to the needs of older adults,” said 
instructor Ross McDonald. “It’s comprised of a 
stretching program with resistance exercises fol- 
lowed by a cardiovascular workout on the track,” 
he explained. 

McDonald, who has been teaching the class 
for two years, says that there are 24 enrolled and 
that the dropout rate is zero. 

“This class holds better than any P.E. class in 
the division,” he said. ‘When these people sign 
up for something, if it's worthwhile, they never 
miss.”” 


If a senior citizen doesn’t feel up to the fitness 
program they can keep active in the volunteer 
program run by Edie. She said that she has about 
35 people who are available’ to ‘help ‘out in’ any 
department on campus which rigéds’them.” °''“ 

Presently there are sevé “witd ate’ Wworkdn 
for the Performing Arts imentas ushers. a 
ticket-takers.

Hahn is a former volunteer who learned about 
the program at one of the seminars she attended. 
“I volunteered because I wanted to get out of 
the house,”’ she stated, ‘‘and it led to employment 
in the Senior Services Department. 

“T love the work and I love the people here.” 

Whether it’s attending a seminar on grand- 
parenting, taking a trip to Chinatown, working 
as a volunteer, or walking a mile for fitness, SAC 
offers something for every senior citizen. 

Older Adults Day will be held on May 16. There 
will be seminars, craft displays and a luncheon 
along with entertainment by the Plaza Rhythm 
Band. For further information call 667-3143.

EUREKA, aka The California Career Infor- 
mation System, was temporarily, and perhaps 
permanently, adopted by the SAC Career Plan- 
ning Center in the Administration Building.

EUREKA arrived at SAC on March 5. It is here 
on a trial basis without charge from the EUREKA 
Company. 

Career technician Yolanda Mugica has been iron- 
ing out its bugs and preparing it for use by SAC 
students and other members of the community. 

Beginning this. past Monday, the Career Plan- 
ning Center began offering 15-minute orientation 
sessions on how to use the computer. The coun- 
selors stress that while the system is easy to use, 
they will be available to help anyone who has 
difficulty. 

During EUREKA’s probationary period, stu- 
dents may sign up for 30-minute sessions at the 
computer. They may print out whatever infor- 


. mation is useful to them and come back at a later 


date if more time is needed. 

The counselors expect to have EUREKA for 
at least a month. 

“We're hoping to have it on a regular basis,”’ 
said Pearson, but added that its future at SAC is 
dependent on district funding that may not be 
decided until this summer. 

Although there is currently no fee to use EU- 
REKA, she said that a small amount, maybe $3 
or $5, may be charged in the future.

It’s not unusual for SAC’s Theatre Department to produce a 
comedy in the spring: So it is that they will be staging the classic 
Kaufman/Hart comedy You Can’t Take It With You. 

The unusual thing about this show is that for a: change of pace 
they will combine the elements of faculty and alumni follies along 
with their commitment to giving theatre students experience and 
exposure. 

The production as it is cast includes three faculty members and 
some alumni and regular students. 

Another interesting thing about SAC’s staging of You Can’t 
Take It With You is the fact that it was done here ten years ago. 

You Can’t Take It With You was the first play done in the 
redecorated auditorium. 

When SAC first did the show, they hired noted professional 
actor Sterling Holloway who some might remember from old 
Superman re-runs and as the voice of Disney’s Winnie the Pooh. 

The director then was Robert Blaustone. Now Blaustone will 
be playing of the part of Grandpa Vandehof which was orginally 
portrayed by Holloway. 

The part of Grandpa Vanderhof is the lead role and Blaustone 
said that when he auditioned, “‘I tried out for another part, I didn’t 
see myself as 20 years older than I am (Grandpa is about 75) but 
apparently Fred (Vaugeois, the director) saw something else.”’ 

Blaustone spent the first part of his teaching career in the theatre 
department but ‘‘after 60 to 65 plays I thought I'd hang it up for 
a while.”” Now he teaches television courses. 

“Believe me, I have a lot of trepidation about assuming a role 
after 30 years (of not acting), Blaustone said. ‘‘But I’m really 
enjoying it. I’ve been getting a lot of help and assistance.”’ 

Blaustone explained that what makes it hard on the faculty in 
the production is having to perform in front of the students that 
they have been teaching all along. 

‘But we’re having a ball in rehearsal,”’ Blaustone related. “‘It’s 
the play itself. Kaufman and Hart were such good comedy writers, 
I don’t think you can get better.” 

You Can’t Take It With You is one of many comedies by 
George S. Kaufman and Moss Hart who also wrote “The Man 
Who Came to Dinner.” It is a play about an earlier time but 
contains an ageless theme. 

The play centers around the people living in the house of Martin 
(Grandpa) Vanderhof who when he reached middle age had de- 
cided he had had enough of the rat-race and walked away from 
it. 7 

Vanderhof is sure of the choice he made and shares his way 
of life with others who would aspire to chase their dreams.

Now they play a fast paced 
game under the same rules as 
the men (with only a couple of 
exceptions) making moves that 
many men would envy. 

As womens basketball has 
grown (national coverage of the 
championship game) so has 
womens athletics in general 
emerged. 

With their development has 
come a need for increased 
funding. Thus title IX Was bom 
insuring equal funding for mens 
and ‘womens programs. 

Nancy Warren has’ been a 
SAC for eighteen years. She 
has been around before and 
after title IX. She doesn’t feel 
that title IX was the catalyst for 
the development of the wo- 
mens athletic program here at 
SAC. 

“We never really had a lot of 
womens sports. We’ve ex- 
panded with cross country and 
track and field. I think it was just 
the right time to start adding. I 
don’t see title IX as cause and 


effect,” she said. 


men,” said athletic director 
Roger Wilson. 

Womens softball coach Jim 
Reach is one individual whose 
opinions concerning the financ- 
ing of womens athletics has 
changed with in the last ten 
years. 

Reach said in a 1975 el Don 
article on womens sports. ‘‘As 
far as the distribution of money 
goes I'd have to say 100 percent 
for the men and nothing for the 
women.” 

Responded: Reach when 
asked if his attitude had 
changed, “Well, there certainly 
is a difference in philosophy 
from 1975 to 1984. I felt that 
at the time nothing was going 
on in womens sports. Women 
were not doing anything. 
Women didn’t need the 
money.” 


Continued Reach, who was 
then the mens baseball coach, 
“I still feel that the women 
shouldn’t get as much as the 
men. For example, there is no 
way that the softball team 
should get as much money as

the baseball team. Baseball has _ 


more games, a bigger roster, 
more expenses in general,” he 
said; speaking in terms of prac- 
ticality. 

“It used to be that women 
weren’t doing anything so I 
thought, why do they need the

Said Warren, “I’ve never
